SEW YORK, August 18.— Brotherhood chiefs, acting 
as mediators in the shopmen’s strike, today laid a proposal

It then was decided to call a meeting of the entire 
membership of the associationof railway executives at a 
date as not yet set to consider the proposal. 
This was learned when the conference between repre­ 
sentatives of the running trades and the executives broke up 
shortly before 5 p. rn. after having been in session for two 
days. 
A statement issued after the meeting by T. DeWitt 
Cuyler head of the Association of Railway Executives said 
that the conference between road officials and brotherhoods 
had been adjourned until some time next week and that 
meanwhile the executives’ committee would consult with as­ 
sociation members regarding the proposals, placed before 
them today.

Gentlemen of the Congress: 
“It is manefestly 
my duty to 
bring your attention to the in­ 
dustrial 
situation 
w*hich 
con­ 
fronts the country. 
The 
situa­ 
tion growing out of the prevail­ 
ing. railway and 
coal 
mining 
strikes is so serious, so menac­ 
ing to the nation’s welfare that I 
should 
be 
remiss 
if I failed 
frankly to lay the matter before 
you and at the same time ac­ 
quaint you and the whole people 
with such efforts as the execu­ 
tives branch of the Government 
has made by the voluntary ex­ 
ercise of its good offices to ef­ 
fect a settlement. 
The suspen­ 
sion of coal industry dates back 
to last April first, when the 
working 
agreement 
between 
mine operators and the United 
Mine W orkers came to an end. 
Anticipating that expiration of 
contract which was negotiated 
with the government’s sanction 
in 1920, the present administra­ 
tion sought as early as last Oc­ 
tober, conferences between the 
operators and miners In order to 
facilitate either a new* or extend­ 
ed agreement In order to avoid 
any 
suspension 
of 
production 
when 
April 
first 
arrived. 
At 
that time the mine workers de­ 
clined to confer though the op­ 
erators 
were 
agreeable, 
the 
mine workers excusing their de­ 
clination on the ground that the 
Union officials could 
have no 
authority to negotiate until after 
their annual convention. 
“A short time prior to Ilia ex­ 
piration of the working agree­ 
ment, the mine workers invited 
a conference with the operators 
in the central competitive field, 
covering the states 
of Pennsyl­ 
vania, Ohio, Indiana and IIMnois, 
and in spite of the union declin­ 
ation of the government’s ?nfor­ 
mal suggestion 
for the confer­ 
ence. five months 
before, 
the

ence, but it was declined by cer­ 
tain groups of operators, and the 
coal mining controversy ended 
in the strike of April first.

“Because of these things, be­ 
cause 
of 
the 
impressions 
of 
many 
caser 
of 
unjustifiable 
profits in the industry, and be­ 
cause public interest demands in­ 
vestigation 
and 
demands 
the 
finding of facts be given to the 
public, I 
am 
asking 
at 
your 
hands the authority to create a 
commission 
to make searching 
investigation into the wrhole coal 
industry, with provision for its 
lawful activities and the bestow­ 
al of authority to rev jai every 
phase of coal production, sale and 
distribution.

FEAR EXPRESSED

TOLL FROM FIRE 


Twelve 
Reported 
Dead 
By Refugees Fleeing 
From Flames. 


Washington Wright Herold, promi­ 
nent real estate dealer of this city, 
died at 7 o’clock this morning at the 
home of his daughter, 
Mrs. Robert 
W. Griffith, 
320 West 
Broadway, 
w'here he had resided for a number 
of years. 
Mr. Herold 
became 
suddenly 
ill 
Saturday morning with 
acute indi­ 
gestion, and Sunday morning his con 
dition became extremely critical. He 
rallied, however, and became much 
better the early part of the 
week, 
but complications alose, due to kid­ 
ney trouble and a w*eak heart and he 
passed away 
at 
the 
hour stated 
above. 
Mr. Herold w*as born 
in 
Warren 
county, Mo., August 9, 
1845, 
and 
came to Sedalia in 1875, since which 
time he had made this city his home. 
When a young man Mr. Herold with 
his brothers owned and operated 
a 
tobacco 
factory 
in 
St. 
Charles 
county, in a village 
called Herold 
Place w'hich still bears that name. 
Mr. Herold was married March 6 , 
1867 to Miss Ardell Huff at the home 
of the latter’s aunt, Mrs. Susan Jones 
of Moniteau county. 
They 
resided 
for awhile on a farm between Syra­ 
cuse and Tipton, later moving to Se­ 
dalia. 
Mrs. Herold died January 31, 
1915. 
After moving to Sedalia 
Mr. 
Herold for a time was employed with 
the McCormick Harvesting Machine 
Co., later becoming one of the pro­ 
prietors 
of the 
Sedalia 
Hardware 
Co., with which 
firm 
he remained 
until compelled to sell out because ot 
ill health. 
He then entered the real 
estate business, and lor the past sev­ 
en years had an office w*ith Ed. 
J. 
Evans, in the City W ater Co., build­ 
ing on West Fourth street. 
Mr. Herold had been a member of 
the Christian church 
for 
50 years, 
and w*as one of the most faithful and 
active members of the First Chris­ 
tian church of this city. He was also 
one of the most prominent Masons in 
the city holding membership in Seda­ 
lia Lodge No. 236, A. F. & A. M., Se­ 
dalia Chapter, No. 
18, Royal 
Arch 
Masons, St. Omer Commandery, No. 
ll, Knights Templar, Sedalia Chap­ 
ter, No. 57, Order Eastern Star, and 
was one of the trustees in 
the 
Ma­ 
sonic Temple Association. 
He was 
one of the most prominent citizens 
of Sedalia, alw*ays interested in any 
enterprise, aud though advanced in 
years no man in this city was more 
interested in the growth 
and 
p:o- 
gress of Sedalia than was Mr. Her­ 
old. 
He w*as especially interested in the 
poor of the city and did much good 
among the more 
unfortunate 
resi­ 
dents of the city and 
county, 
in a 
quiet and unassuming way. The news 
of his death was received with gen­ 
uine sorrow this morning by friends 
and acquaintances, many of whom 
had no idea he was so ill.

one granddaughter, Mrs. Floyd Self,

Which merely proves 
that slogans 
such as “Don’t 
write—telegraph,” or 
“Why wait for the mail—use long dis­ 
tance,” should be strictly heeded, but 
not for the reason given in the ads. 
On a telegram you can sign any pretty 
name that comes 
to you at the mo­ 
m ent 
But on a letter they still have 
the handwriting to identify even if you 
dc use “Tootles” as the bottom instead 
of Maizie, which was the name inflict­ 
ed upon you at baptism. 
The most popular authors of the day 
are the writers of love letters figuring 
in some of our leading scandals. Most 
of them have no literary leanings at 
all, and would have been just as pleas­ 
ed to remain obscure 
bricklayers or 
whatever 
they 
were 
before 
their 
work found public p rin t But the pop­ 
ulace would not hava it so. 
Nothing 
pleases the family group so much as 
the account of a good divorce trial, in­ 
terspersed with saccharine letters to 
be read over the morning egg. The lat­ 
ter may be boiled, poached or scram­ 
bled as long as the accompanying let­ 
ters are satisfying. 
Few wives have 
any breakfast complaints from their

husbands when the morning paper is 
filled with 
those 
incriminating love 
letters. 
But there may come a day when that 
same husband 
sees his owrn great 
works in print. 
Then that’s another 
side of the phonograph record. At such 
a time the morning egg couldn’t please 
even if it were fried chicken. 
Count Twenty Before Sending. 
If everybody who is moved to pour 
out their various souls and moods in 
letters would only count 20, or say the 
Ten Commandments backward before 
mailing the missive, a 
lot of free 
amusement would be taken away from 
the public. 
Also if every man who 
dashes ofT 
loving 
sentiments to his 
momentary 
flame 
would only 
stand up and read 
them out loud as to a jury a lot of fair 
ladies w*ould never hear the postman’s 
ring. 
The Faugh Test. 
A good test is to let a small brother 
read all letters before they are mailed. 
This test saves money which would 
otherwise be spent for stamps. Almost 
any small 
brother’s reaction to love 
letters is an indication of how the ma­ 
jority of people will feel about them 
when 
they are 
printed. 
The small 
brother will laugh. 
So will everybody 
else. 
By using a little imagination 
you 
can 
easily know 
how’ 
you will feel 
standing in a courtroom while your 
letters are being read to a jury. Those 
same letters

But the chances 
are that each one of them is nervously 
wondering on the side just what Katie 
did with that last letter mailed to her, 
and whether she will actually burn it 
as per instructions. 
Picture your well-known self seated 
in a courtroom, 
the

breach of promise suit brought on by 
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that dear little

you 
met while 
traveling, and to whom you wrote in­ 
spired nothings. Those same nothings 
are now being held up by the lawyer 
for the plaintiff. 
“I introduce as evidence,” says he, 
“these letters signed by the defendant 
and 
addressed 
to the 
plaintiff.

should like to read them to the jury if 
the court will p erm it” 
Should Not Be Missed. 
The court nods

“In the meantime let me assure you 
that you are the only girl that I have 
ever loved.” 
“Swooningly, 
“JAMES JOHN JONES.” 
Testimony of the plaintiff reveals

But the 
writing of such missives is a custom 
of such long standing that probably it 
will be impossible to stop it Even the 
came man wrote love letters, although 
his were apt to be rather terse.

“Hoping you can cook, I ant until 
after the wedding. 
“Your Devoted Slave.” 


Here is one w ritten by a cave lover 
to his fiancee, whose skull ho cracked 
while assuring her of his devotion one 
day. 
He begins: 
“My little target: Is your head heal­ 
ing nicely? Perhaps a poultice of herbs 
would help you. The whole affair has 
ruffled me greatly, for you know how 
proud I was 
of my aim. 
I meant to 
put you out for only two weeks, but 
the hammer was a trifle heavy and I 
knocked you a week too hard. 
“Be true to me, for I have no wish 
to substitute a funeral for a wedding. 
“Yours for the present, 
“HENRY” 
It is a great wonder that no student 
has taken the development of the love 
letter as a subject of a thesis. 
Cer­ 
tainly it’s worthy of notice. 
In the 
days of Tennyson the dainty missives 
were chronicles of daily happenings, 
nearly always beautifully written. To­ 
day they are—but what’s the use? Ev­ 
erybody knows what they are today. 
As an example of the love letters of 
a previous 
century 
take the letters 
written to Emily Tennyson, a sister of 
the poet, by Arthur Hallam, son of the 
noted English historian. 
Hallam and 
Emily were thought too young to mar­ 
ry, and so w*ere forbidden to see each 
other. 
Here is a love letter w ritten to 
Emily: 


“My Dearest Nem: 
I have more to 
say of the forest. Saturday, according 
to promise, I went down and was re­ 
ceived with the warmest welcome, for 
which in truth I may be more indebted 
to the fact of my being the only young 
man there 
than 
to 
any 
individual 
m erit 
“Well, we rehearsed all morning and 
in the evening 
performed eight char­ 
ades. My most decided success was in 
the character of Pygmalion. Charlotte 
Lotteky was my statue, she looked it to 
perfection. When the curtain went up 
and show ed her standing motionless on 
the pedestal, 
draped in white, and a 
white veil concealing all her head ex­ 
cept the beautiful features not unlike, 
in truth, the work of Grecian art, when 
I, dressed as a sculptor, chisel 
in 
hand, poured forth a speech (in verse 
of my own composition) in praise of 
my supposed 
statue 
ending 
with a 
prayer to Venus that she might live, 
and at the word slowly and gracefully 
the form began to move, to bend for­ 
ward, to descend, to meet my embrace 
—the room 
rang 
with acclamations 
and I—I thought of several things, but 
of none so much as of the pleasure I 
should have in describing this to you 
and perhaps on some occasion acting 
it with you. 
“ ‘Ah. traitor!* you perhaps are say- 


some Lulu by the name of Venus, ask­ 
ing 
her to bring the 
statue to life. 
Then 
with 
one 
of 
those 
slouchy 
swings of hers, Charlotte came off the 
pedestal and we both flopped into each 
others’ arms. 
The bunch clapped fit 
to 
break 
their mits. 
I had a brain 
storm and thought of a lot of things, 
but most of all I thought what a great 
time I’d have teasing you about it and 
showing 
you how I did the love act 
with Charlotte. 
“ ‘Rotter,’ you are saying. All right, 
1 11 stop or you’ll say like that funny 
bird in the Follies, 
‘Outside, 
outside 
with your troubles; I’ve got a wife of 
my owrn!’ ” 
So, you see, there really is a change 
in love letters as the years 
roll on. 
They may be O. K. for the moment but, 
like paper clothes, they never stand 
the test of time.

while results will ensue unless 
may have a 
government com­ 
mission independent of the indls- 
« try, clothed 
with 
authority by 
the congress to search deeply, so 
that it may address as to the fair 
wages and as to conditions of 
labor and recommend the enact­ 
ment of law’s to protect the pub­ 
lic in the future. 
“The almost too late exhaus­ 
tion of stocks of coal, the crip­ 
pled condition of the railways, 
. the distressed situation that has 
arisen and might grow wrorse in 
I our great cities due to the short- 
' age of anthracite, the suffering 
which might arise in the North­ 
west through 
failure to 
meet 
winter needs by lake transpor­ 
tation, all these added to the 
possibility of outrageous price 
demands, in spite of the most 
zealous voluntary efforts of the 
government 
to 
restrain 
them, 
make it necessary to ask you to 
consider some form of tempor­ 
ary control of distribution and 
prices. 
“The administration earnestly 
ha~> sought to restrain profiteer­ 
ing and to secure the rightful 
distribution of such coal as has 
been available in this emerg­ 
ency. 
There 
w’ere 
no 
legal 
powers for price control. 
There 
has been cooperation in many 
fields. A fine revelation of busi­ 
ness conscience stronger than 
the temptation to profit by a 
people’s misfortune. There have 
been instances of flat refusal. 
I rejoice to make grateful ack- 
nowiedgement to those who pre­ 
ferred to contribute to national 
welfare rather than profit by a 
nation’s distress, 
lf it may have 
your approval, I recommend im­ 
mediate provision 
for a tem ­ 
porary national coal agency with 
needed capital, to purchase, sell, 
and distribute coal w’hich is car­ 
ried in interstate shipment. 
I 
do not mean that all interstate 
coal shall be handled by such a 
federal 
organization: 
Perhaps 
none will be necessary: 
but it 
will restore its capital to the 
public treasury and will be the 
instrum entality of guarding the 
public 
interest 
w’here 
private 
conscience 
is 
insensible to a 
public need. 
“This proposal does not relate 
to any possible employment in 
intrastate shipments. 
Price re­ 
straint and equitable distribu­ 
tion in intrastate shipments is a 
responsibility of the state’s own 
government. 
In such voluntar­ 
ily activities, as have been car­ 
ried on thus far, the Federal 
government has endeavored to 
reestablish the authority and re­ 
sponsibility in the states which 
was undermined in the neces­ 
sary centralization of authority 
during the world war. 
“The public menace in the 
coal situation w^as made acute 
and more serious at the begin­ 
ning of July by the strike of 
the Federated Shop Crafts in 
t the railroad service, 
a 
strike 
against a wage decision made 
i by the Railroad Labor Board, 
affecting directly approximately 
400,000 men. 
The labor board 
was created by Congress 
for 
purpose of hearing and settling 
disputes betw’een carriers and 
employees so that no controver­ 
sy need lead to an interruption 
of transportation. 
It was inevi­ 
table that many wage disputes 
should arise. Wages had mount­ 
ed upward, necessarily and just­ 
ly, during the war upheaval like- 
. wise the cost of transportation 
so that the higher wages might 
be paid. 
It was inevitable that 
' some readjustm ents should fol­ 
low*. 
Naturally these readjust­ 
ments were resisted. The admin­ 
istrative government neither ad­ 
vocated nor opposed.lt only held 
that the Labor Board was the 
law’ful 
agency of the govern­ 
ment to hear and decide dis­ 
putes and its authority must be 
sustained as the law contem­ 
plates. 
This 
must 
be 
so, 
whether the carriers or the em­ 
ployees ignore its decisions. 
“Unhappily a num ber of decb 
•sions of this board had been ig­ 
nored by the carriers. In only 
one instance had a decision chal­ 
lenged by a carrier been brought 
to the attention of the depart­ 
ment of justice, and this deci­ 
sion was promptly 
carried 
to 
the courts and has recently been 
sustained in the federal court of 
appeals. 
The public or the exe­ 
cutive had no knowledge of the 
ignored decisions in other cases, 
because they 
did 
not 
hinder 
transportation. 
When these fail­ 
ures of many of the carriers to 
abide by decisions of the board, 
were brought to my attention, I 
could merely fairly appraise the 
feelings of the strikers, though 
• they had a remedy without seek- 
; ing to paralyze 
interstate com­ 
merce. 
“The labor board can impose 
no penalties on either party dis­ 
regarding its decisions. 
It can­ 
not halt a strike, and manifestly 
congress 
deliberately 
omitted 
- the enactm ent of compulsory or 
• arbitration compulsion. 
The de­ 
cisions must be 
made 
enforc- 
able against the carriers aud em ­ 
ployes alike. 
“Happily it is 
always 
lawful 
and oft times possible to settle 
disputes outside of court, so in 


a desire to serve public welfare 
I ventured upon an attem pt at 
mediation. 
Those who had pre­ 
ceded me 
in attempted 
settle­ 
ments had made some progress. 
“I submitted to the officials 
of the striking employes and the 
officials of the railroads in writ- 
a tentative proposal for settle­ 
ment. 
Knowing that some of 
the carriers 
had 
offended 
by 
ignoring 
the 
decisions of the 
board 
and 
the 
employes 
had 
struck when they had a remedy 
without 
the 
strike. 
I 
felt it 
was best to start all over again, 
resume 
work, 
all 
to agree to 
abide faithfully by the board’s 
decisions, make it a real tribunal 
for peace In transportation and 
everybody serve the public, the 
barrier to be surmounted was the 
question 
of 
seniority. 
By the 
workmen these rights are held 
to be sacred and unsurrendered 
by a strike. 
By the carriers, the 
preservation of seniority is the 
weapon of discipline on the one 
hand, and the reward of faith­ 
ful employes on the other. 
It 
had been an almost invariable 
rule that when strikes have been 
lost seniority and its advantages 
have 
been 
surrendered; when 
strikes have been settled seniori­ 
ty has been restored in the ten­ 
tative proposals 
which 
I spon­ 
sored, it was provided that every 
body should go 
to work, 
with 
seniority 
rights 
unimpaired. 
That there should be no discri­ 
mination by either workmen or 
carriers against 
workmen 
who 
did or did not strike. 
I realized 
that the proposal must carry a 
disappointment 
to 
employes 
who had inherited promotion by 
staying loyally on the job, and to 
such new men 
as 
had 
sought 
jobs looking to 
perm anent em ­ 
ployment, but I wanted the fresh 
start and maintained transporta­ 
tion service and I appraised the 
disappointment of the few to bs 
less important than the impend­ 
ing misfortune of the nation. It 
was not what I w’ould ask ordi­ 
narily to be considered or con­ 
ceded, but at that moment, of 
deep anxiety, with the coal shor­ 
tage gravely 
menacing, 
I 
was 
thinking 
of 
the 
pressing 
de­ 
mands of the welfare of 
the 
whole people. 
I believeed the 
sacrifice brought to the men in­ 
volved could be amply compen­ 
sated for by the carriers in prac­ 
tical wrays. 
“I 
believed 
the 
m atter 
of 
transcendent 
importance 
was 
the accomplishment of the pro­ 
posal 
to 
respect 
the 
Labor 
Board’s decisions on the ques­ 
tion w’hich formed the issue at 
the time of the strike. 
The 
public compensation w’ould be 
complete In guarding 
by 
law’ 
against reoccurrence. 
“The proposal was rejected by 
the carriers. 
Through the re­ 
jection did not end all negotia­ 
tions 
It 
left 
the 
government 
only one course—to 
call 
the 
striking shop men to return to 
work, to call the carriers to as­ 
sign them to work and leave the 
dispute about seniority to the 
Labor Board for decision. 
“Thus the narrative brings us to 
the present moment, but it has 
not included the developments 
w’hich have heightened the gov­ 
ernm ent’s concern. Sympathetic 
strikes have developed here and 
there, seriously impairing inter­ 
state 
commerce. 
Desertt*d 
trans-continental trains in the 
desert regions of the southwest 
have revealed the 
cruelty 
and 
contempt for law on the part of 
some railway employes who have 
conspired to paralyze transpor­ 
tation and lawlesslessness and 
violence 
in 
a hundred 
places 
have revealed the failure of the 
striking 
unions 
to hold 
their 
forces to law observance. 
Men 
who refused to strike and who 
have braved insult and assault 
and risked their lives to serve a 
public need have been cruelly at­ 
tacked and wounded or killed. 
Men seeking work and guards 
attem pting to protect lives and 
property, even officers of the 
federal government, 
have been 
assaulted, humiliated and hin­ 
dered in their duties. 
Strikers 
have 
armed 
themselves and 
gathered in mobs about railroad 
shops to offer armed violence to 
any 
man 
attam pting to go to 
work. 
There is a state of law- 
lessness shocking to every con­ 
ception of American law’ and or­ 
der and violating the cherished 
guarantees 
of 
American 
free­ 
dom. 
At no time has the fed­ 
eral government been unready or 
unwilling to give its support to 
maintain law and order and re­ 
strain violence. 
But In no case 
has state a u th o rly confessed its 
inability to cope with the situa­ 
tion and asked for federal as­ 
sistance. 
“Under 
these 
conditions 
of 
hindrance and intimidation there 
has been such a lack of care 
of motive power th at the de­ 
terioration of locomotives and 
the 
non-compliance 
with 
the 
safety requirem ents of the law, 
are threatening the breakdown 
of transportation. 
This 
very 
serious menace is magnified by 
the millions of losses to fruit 
growers and other producers of 
perishable foodstuffs, and com­ 
parable losses to farm ers who 
depend on 
transportation 
to 
m arket their grains at harvest 
time. 
Even worse, it is hinder­ 
ing the transportation of avail­ 
able coal when industry is on 
the verge of paralysis because 
of coal shortage and life and 
health 
is 
menaced 
by 
coal 
famine In the great centers of 
population. 
Surely the th reaten ­ 
ing 
conditions 
must 
impress 
the congress 
that no 
body 
of 
men, whether limited in numbers 
and responsible for railway man­ 
agement 
or 
powerful 
in num­ 
bers and the necessary forces in 
railroad operation, shall be per­ 
mitted to choose a course which 


Imperils 
public 
and 
welfare. 
Neither organizations of employ­ 
ers nor working m en’s unions 
may escape responsibility. When 
related to a publ ic s e n i e the 
mere fact of organization magni­ 
fies that responsibility and pub­ 
lic interest 
transcends 
that of 
either grouped capital or organ­ 
ized labor.

I lomas Parran, Jr.,. head 
of 
the 
rural sanitation department of 
the 
state board of health at the August 
meeting of the council of statewide 
social agencies, recently held here. 
“Since January 
I, eight 
county 
health units have 
been 
organized, 
the state, the nation and internation­ 
al health board bearing half the ex­ 
pense, and the county 
the 
other 
half/' Dr. Parran explained. 
Administration of county 
health 
work on the basis of effective work 
rather than politics is safeguarded, 
Dr. Parran told the members of or­ 
ganizations represented at the coun­ 
cil, through the state health board’s 
requiring their approval of appoint­ 
ments of heads of county health de­ 


partments aided by the state. 
An example of effective 
county 
public health department operating 
in its county health units, Dr. Par­ 
ran added. 
Combatting malaria 
in southeast 
Missouri takes the form of drainage 
of swamp districts and other places 
where water is allowed 
to 
stand. 
Where drainage is impossible or in­ 
advisable for any 
reason, 
oil 
is 
poured on the water at intervals to 
prevent breeding places 
for 
mos­ 
quitoes from 
forming, 
it is said. 
Screens with smaller holes are used 
on houses as it has been found that 
mosquitoes are not kept outside by

WILL THEY REMEMBER? 


Says Maxim Korky, writing to the chair­ 
man of the London Branch of the American 
Relief Administration: 
“In the history of practical humanitar­ 
ianism I know of no accomplishment which 
in terms of magnitude or generality could 
be compared to the relief you have actual­ 
ly accomplished. 
Your 
help 
will be in­ 
scribed in history as a unique and gigantic 
accomplishment, 
worthy 
of the greatest 
glory, and will long remain in the memory 
of millions of Russian children saved from 
death by y o u/’ 
We wonder whether this is true—that is, 
whether Gorky is right when he says that 
the millions of Russians who have been 
Baved by American 
aid 
will remember. 
Many influences will be at work to make 
them forget. 
It is no part of the plan of 
Russia’s rulers to permit the continued ex­ 
istence among the Russian masses of a feel­ 
ing of gratitude for or admiration of “capi­ 
talistic” America. 
The Bolshevik orator 
will talk for hours about the suffering in­ 
flicted upon the 
Russian 
people 
by the 
blockade for which he holds America lar­ 
gely responsible, but he is not likely to have 
much to say about the millions of tons of 
food sent into starving Russia by the Amer­ 
icans. 
Still, whether it is forgotten or remem­ 
bered by the Russians themselves, it has 
been a fine thing for America to do. 
It 
reveals the real instinct and desire of the 
American people— their real character— 
so sadly obscured and misrepresented by 
our governmental policy since the ending 
of the war. 
The motto of that policy has 
seemed to be, “let us save our skins and 
leave Europe to stew in its own juice.” 
Those who know that this does not really 
represent the feeling of the American peo­ 
ple can find the proof in what the Ameri­ 
cans have done in and for Russia. 
They 
have not left the unfortunate Russians to 
stew in their own juice.” 


With the final success of the Free States 
forces, Ireland may enter upon the enjoy­ 
ment of the fruits of a victory won after 
700 years of struggle and whose enjoy­ 
ment has been retarded by nothing, during 
the past few months, so much as the poli­ 
cies of the De Valera faction. 
Arthur Griffith was, until the formula­ 
tion of the treaty with Great Britain, the 
outstanding champion of anti-British Ire­ 
land. 
It is no secret that he did not ap­ 
prove all the terms of the treaty of peace, 
granting Ireland the status of an autono­ 
mous dominion. 
But he was wise enough 
to see that this victory was so momentous 
that it overshadowed whatever measure of 
difference 
existed 
between 
what 
was 
sought and what was won. 
He was patri­ 
otic enough to stand for the best that could 
be secured, when that best was incalcul­ 
ably better than anything that had ever 
been granted in the past. 
Gfiffith’s work is far from being done, 
even though the stronghold of the irrecon- 
cilables has been captured. 
But out of 
years of 
ambush 
and 
assassination, of 
bloody reprisal on both sides, he brought 
at least an assurance of ultimate order. He 
has paved the way in which those who 
come after him may walk to a measure of 
Irish nationalism beyond the most sanguine 
dreams of the patriots of a quarter of a cen­ 
tury ago. 
That is the foundation upon which the 
superstructure of Irish liberty is to be erect­ 
ed in the years to come; and that founda­ 
tion is the monument which will perpetu­ 
ate his memory and make the dream of the 
martyred Emmet a reality.

The Leader— Ezra (7:1-10).

(I) A 
priest (vv. 1-5). The leader of the first 
company was Zerubbabel, a sort ol 
military governor. The great need ilow 
was for a religious leader, for th€ 
people had gone far from God, as we 
see from the noble 
reforms 
which 
Ezra effected. 
(2)

<v. G). He was a teacher of the law 
of GodJ ,

(I) “He set his heart to seek the law 
of tile Lord” (y. IO). He definitely set 
out with. the noble purpose to know 
God’s Word. To be successful in any 
thing One must set out with a purpose 
Daniel was a success because he ‘‘pur­ 
posed in his heart.” 
Ministers and 
Sunday-school teachers should have 
this set purpose. (2) He set his heart 
to obey the Lord (v. IO). He was not 
only concerned with knowing Gods 
Word, but to obey It. God’s Word can­ 
not fully be known by the intellect; 
it must be experienced. The essential 
qualification for a teacher of the Bible, 
a preacher or Sunday-school teacher, 
is obedience to God’s Word. (3) He 
set his heart to teach Israel God’s 
statutes and Judgments (v. IO). He not 
only had a love for God’s Word, but a 
desire to implant it in the hearts of 
others. When one has an experiential 
knowledge of God's Word he longs to 
teach It to others. 
3. His commission (7:11-26). 
The 
king Artaxerxes gave him a copy ol 
the decree authorizing him to lead a 
company back to Jerusalem. He was 
empowered (I) to collect funds (vv 
15, 16) ; (2) to levy tribute ( v t. 21. 
22) ; (3) to appoint magistrates and 
Judges (v. 25); (4) to execute pen­ 
alties (v. 26). So great was the king’s 
confidence in Ezra that he gave all

Into his hand. For this# 
great honor 
Ezra lifted his heart tq J 
God in thanksgiving. Ile was mainly ’ 
concerned with the fact that he was 
to beautify 
the Lord’s house and 
acknowledge 
that God had put this 
purpose Into the king’s heart. 
II. The Company (S:l-20). 
The company was small—only 1,754 
males, but including women, children 
and servants, there were perhaps 6,000 
to 7,000 people in this caravan. 
III. 
Ezra's 
Prayer 
and 
Fasting 
(8:21-23). 
The first thing he did was to seek 
God’s guidance. Not only God’s lead­ 
ers, but all Christians should seek 
divine guidance and help In every un­ 
dertaking—every new’ Journey, every 
piece of new work, every business ad*! 
venture, 
every 
relationship. 
That I 
which we cannot invoke God’s bless­ 
ing upon should not be undertaken. 
Further, success can only be realized* 
when God’s blessing is upon us. He 
did not minimize the dangers attend 
ing such a Journey, but he had told 
the king that the hand of the Lord 
would be upon all for good who sought 
him, and now he was ashamed to ask 
the king for a military escort to pro­ 
tect them from the marauding Arabs. 
IV. The Successful Journey (8:24- 
32). 
God beard their prayer. The treas­ 
ure entrusted to them was great. Per­ 
haps the entire value of all the money, * 
etc., was $5,000,000. For a weak cara­ 
van to go on a Journey requiring four 
months through a country Infested by 
these robber bands, carrying such an 
amount of money was most perilous; 
but Ezra knew that God was able and 
would protect them. Note: 
1. The care and honesty (vv. 24-30). 
The money was weighed unto them at 
the start and w’as to be weighed when 
turned over to the authorities at 
Jerusalem. The incentive to honesty 
and strict accounting of the trust was 
that they were holy men and were en­ 
trusted with that which was holy be­ 
cause it belonged to God. Most exact­ 
ing care should be exercised in han­ 
dling the Lord’s money. 
We should 
guard sacredly our trust. 
2. Their safe arrival (vv. 31, 32). 
Some four and one-half months were 
required to make the Journey. God 
proved himself to be faithful, having 
protected 
them 
and 
brought 
them 
safely to their destination.
